False Alarm of Fire Causes Terrible 


Loss of Life in Hall Where Christ­ 


mas 
Celebration 
Is 
Being 
Held. 
Many 
Persons Prove 
Themselves 


Heroes in Rescuing and Attempt­ 


ing to Save 
Persons 
Wedg ed in 
Stairway. 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 26.—On the 
day set aside for rejoicing over the 
birth of Christ this city mourned its 
dead—seventy-two victims of a false 
alarm of fire. 
Most of the dead are children who 
had g one to a Christmas eve celebra­ 
tion in Italian hail at Red Jacket, ar­ 
rang ed for the families or strikiu 
copper miners of this section. 
As a result of the irag edy, caused, 
It is believed, by a drunken man, who 
thrust his head into the hall entranc*’ 
and yelled "fire,” all bitterness be­ 
tween the different factions in Calu 
met is wiped out. 
There is no ill 
feeling . 
There is nothing but dumb 
g Tief which is beyond the possibilit> 
of tears. 
The people of Calumet can only 
see their neig hbors, their brothers, 
their 
sisters, 
their 
little 
children 
strug g ling under an almost unbear­ 
able burden of distress and g rief. 
A 
g reat mass meeting of citizens was 
held to express their sympathy and 
devise ways and means to ameliorate 
the 
suffering s 
of 
those 
on 
whom 
deaths had fallen so heavily. 


Unlimited Funds Assured. 


A committee of twelve was appoint­ 
ed to visit 
ach home of the bereav­ 
ed families and g ive what financial 
assistance is 
necessary. 
Unlimited 
funds are assured and no outside aid 
will be necessary. 
“With the kindest feeling for those 
who offered 
it we ask 
no outside 
help,” reads the resolution of sym­ 
pathy adopted, 
‘“fliese are our own 
people and this is our sacred privi­ 
leg e to care for our dead and to com­ 
fort the bereaved." 
Members of the Calumet fire de­ 
partm ent relate many instances of 
heroic attem pts to rescue the panic 
stricken 
people. 
Patrick 
Ryan 
ar­ 
rived on the scene a few minutes 
after the crush occurred at the foot 
of the stairway. 
He said that there 
were about 100 persona piled on top 
of each other when he reached the 
entrance of the building . 
The pile 
of crushed and smothering humanity 
reached to about half the heig ht of 
the stairway. 
They were wedg ed in 
so tig htly it was impossible to extri­ 
cate any from the foot of the stairs. 


Boy Beg s to Be Saved. 


A boy of about six years caug ht 
hold of Ryan’s hands and beg g ed to 
be rescued. 
The firemen pulled the 
boy partially out but he was unable 
to extricate the little fellow’s leg s. 
The human mass kept pressing down 
and it was impossible to save the boy, 
whose life was soon snuffed out. 
A g irl of eig ht or nine g rasped the 
hands of Ang elo Curto, another fire­ 
man, kissed them and implored him 
to save her. 
He made a heroic ef­ 
fort to pull her out, but the crush 
was so g reat he was compelled to 
g ive up. 
She perished. 
Mrs. A. Nie- 
mela, one of the victims, was suffocat­ 
ed while standing up. 
John Burril, 
a fireman, who witnessed her death, 
took a six-months-old infant from her 
arms and carried it to safety. 
l^eonard Wilrnan, a fireman, pushed 
his way into the stairway and took 
out a crying boy of six years, unin­ 
jured. 
Near him his mother and sis­ 
ter 
lay 
dead. 
His 
seven-year-old 
brother was taken out later. 


Father and Son Killed. 


A child hurled from the front of 
the building was caug ht by a spec­ 
tator. 
Chief Trudell of the tire de­ 
partm ent caug ht another child thrown 
out of a window oy a frantic father. 
John Sarri killed his boy of five by 
falling on him and he also i>erl8hed. 
Scores escaped 
by passing from a 
small rear balcony to the balcony of 
an adjoining house. 
One boy, thirteen years old, carried 
a little companion down a ladder to 
safety. 
He started back for another 
boy, whom 
he 
had 
seen trampled 
upon, but firemen prevented him from 
entering the hall ag ain. 
A woman and her little daug hter 
were among the first to be pushed 
down Btairs by the crowd. 
Both of 
them were 
killed. 
A son 
of this 
woman maeag ed to tig ht his way out 
of the throng and was not Injured. 
The authorities have been unable 
to locate the person who raised the 
cry of fire, 
which 
resulted in the 
casualties, 
althoug h 
supplied 
with 
perfect des« riptions.

Fig ures Show Over Twice as Many 
Motor Cars Owned in the United 


States Than In the Nine Leading 


Countries of Europe—Cost of Op­ 


eration Costs Less in Eng land Than 


on This Side of the Atlantic. 


Chicag o, Dec. 26.—Twice as many 
iiotor cars are owned in the United 
States as in the nine leading coun­ 
tries of Europe, according to C. C. 
Sinsabaug h, a Chicag o authority, who 
published his conclusions. 
Sinsabaug h used statistics compiled 
zy Lord Montag u of Tng land on the 
European situation and those of Don 
aid 
Mcl^eod 
l^ay 
for 
the 
United 
States. 
According to Sinsabaug h there are 
approximately 1,400,000 
motor vehi­ 
cles of all sorts in this country, as 
ag ainst 542,635 in the nine leading 
countries of Europe. 
In Eng land and Wales there are 
201,000 passeng er automobiles and in 
Scotland 17,000. 
Ireland has 9,300. 
Eng lish motorists spend $ 225,000,- 
000 a year to run their cars, trucks 
and motorcycles, or about 7 cents a 
mile. 
Of this $ 100,000,000 g oes for 
g asoline. 
Depreciation is calculated at $ 90,- 
000,000 a year by Ix>rd Montag u, Sin­ 
sabaug h fig ures that the American ex­ 
pense, car for car, is nearly double 
that in Eng land. 


FINANCING OF NEW 
DEPOT 


Railways Entering St. Paul Are Near­ 
ly in Accord. 
St. Paul, Dec., 2 6 —The nine rail­ 
roads entering St. Paul have reached 
an ag reement to finance the new $ 15,- 
000,000 
Union depot. 
The 
station 
will 
be built and 
operated on 
the 
"user basis.” 
Practically the same 
ag reement which now exists will be 
carried into 
effect in the 
building , 
operation and 
maintenance 
of the 
new depot. 
W hat la believed to be the last ob­ 
stacle in the way of building the sta 
tion has been swept aside and con 
struction work should start by spring 
The q uestion of whether the depot 
was to be constructed and maintained 
on the user basis has been one of the 
most vital during the neg otiations be­ 
tween the various roads. 
Some of the 
larg e roads are 15 or 20 per cent 
users of the Btation. while the smaller 
roads are from 3 to 6 per cent user. 
Any plan to construct the depot and 
divide the cost eq ually among the rail­ 
roads was 
opjKised by 
the smaller 
lines.

WILL OF CARDINAL 


RAMPOLLA: MISSING 


Precautions Taken lo Safeguard 


Gkarcn Oocemenls. 


Rome, Dec. 26.—The apartm ents oc­ 
cupied by the late Cardinal Rampolla 
have been sealed up in conseq uence 
of a req uest made by Monsig nor Di 
Bisog no. adm inistrator of St. P eter’s. 
This 
step 
was 
urg ed 
by Cardinal 
Merry Dei Val, papal secretary of 
state, simply to g uarantee the safety 
of documents of g reat interest to the 
church, the possible loss 
of 
which 
was sug g ested by persistent reports 
reg arding the disappearance of Cardi­ 
nal Rampolla's last will. 
That a will was executed by Cardi­ 
nal 
Rampolla bearing a later date 
than the one found is considered al- 
most 
certain, 
because the cardinal 
left a key with a tag attached on 
which was inscribed in his own hand­ 
writing the statem ent that the key 
opened a box containing his will, and 
those close to the cardinal think it. 
incredible that he would not alter hi.r 
last testam ent 
of 
1889, explaining 
that his estate had g rown fourfold 
since that date. 
The box referred to has not been 
found and so far no one has come for­ 
ward to say that he has absolute 
knowledg e of the existence of the 
testam ent 
reported 
to 
be 
missing . 
There is no evidence that it was 
stolen and no claim has been set up 
by any one that he has sustained 
damag e by the loss of the will.

Wants Practical Farmer* to Consider 
Conditions and Advise Planters— Re­ 
publican In House Arraig ns Dsmo- 
crats For Obedience to Wilson—Fitz­ 
g erald of New York on the Defense.

20.—[Special.]— 
Leg islation to help ag riculture may 
pass during the present session of con­ 
g ress. 
One of the ablest arg uments 
made in behalf of encourag ing ag ricul­ 
ture was delivered not long ag o by 
Cong ressman Murray of Oklahoma, 
who calls himself “Alfalfa Bill” be­ 
cause of the attention be has g iven to 
that product. 
“I w ant to say to the 
business and professional men,” he 
said, “that to stint the farm er is to 
take bread ifrom your own mouths. 
"In the past twenty-five years we 
have spent $ 180.000,000 annually for 
ag riculture and increased production 
only 3 per cent. 
If our population dou­ 
bles in the next twenty-five years you 
can realize w hat will be our condi­ 
tion. 
"Thoug h you despise the farmer, 
your own selfish interest oug ht to dic­ 
tate tlie wiser policy of encourag ing 
him." 
Wants Practical Men. 
The resolution which Murray was 
discussing provided for a bottl'd to con­ 
sider ag ricultural conditions. He w ant­ 
ed practical men made members of it. 
“1 would oppose this resolution," he 
: said, “if university presidents were 
| to control tHe board, for that would 
I Ik* a mistake, just as it was to put 
| into the cabinet as secretary of ag ri- 
j culture a 
university 
president who 
knows nothing of the science of ag ri­ 
culture." 
Murray paid n hig h tribute to former 
Senator Morrill of Vermont, who put 
1 throug h the leg islation for ag ricultural 
colleg es back in 1802. 
“He was 200 
1 years ahead of his g eneration." said 
! Murray. 
He went on to say that ever 
I since there had been a contest between 
j the state universities and ag ricultural 
colleg es to the detriment of the ag ri­ 
cultural interests. 
Bosses of Other Days. 
Cong ressman Gillett of Massachu­ 
setts severely arraig ned the Democrats 
of the house for being so subservient 
to the president. 
Then Fitzg erald of 
New York took up the cudg els of de­ 
fense. 
“I have served in this house,” 
he said, "when there was a real despot 
in the White House. 
I remember how 
men on the Republican side were ac­ 
customed to delay making up their 
minds as to w hat their attitude should 
be. even upon the most minute details 
of leg islation, until word had g one 
forth from the White House as to 
what the presidential attitude was on 
the particular matter." 
Of course 
Fitzg erald 
referred 
to 
w hat the newspaper men often call 
"the days of the empire.” when Roose­ 
velt was president.

The riot started when the police in­ 
terfered with a number of men who 
were creating a disturbance. 
A hun­ 
dred men hurled themselves upon the 
police, picking up sticks and stones. | 
and drove them nearly a block from 
the Plaza before reinforcements ar- i 
rived, following several riot « alls that j 
were sent In. 
Every available policeman and dep­ 
uty sheriff was rushed to the scene. A j 
hand to hand conflict took place, In 
which the police used clubs and the ■ 
rioters knives, stones and sticks. 
Scores of men were treated at the 
receiving 
hospital for 
injuries sus­ 
tained in the riot. 
Home of these 
were wounded by missiles thrown at | 
the police by fellow rioters.

able burden of distress and grief.

held to express their sympathy and 
devise ways and means to ameliorate

Unlimited Funds Assured. 


A committee of twelve was appoint­

with headquarters in various banks 
and financial Institutions, and with the 
arrival of the gift buying had sums 
ranging ti rn 930.000 to 8175,000 to ex 
change for the things that go to swell 
the dimensions of the Christmas stock­ 
ing. 
Members of the clubs have been 
putting awny sums of from IO cents 
to $2 each week In the banks since the 
last holiday season left pocketbooks 
suffering from 
excessive emptiness. 
Last your, when Hie first club was 
formed, a Mount Vernon trust corn- 
puny had $75.<xio to distribute, repre­ 
senting deposits ranging from 5 cents 
upward.
